arms and other supplies for the 
Russians hold a top plare on the 
lend-lease schedule, 

There are many good reasons 
why this should be so, Here are 
some of them: 

1, The Russians have proven 
themselves miraculously good as 


who are carrying on guerilla war- 
fare against the Nazis as well as 
for regular Red army troops. Rus- 
sian morale, despite the casualties 
she has suffered, is said by all co 
be exceedingly high. The Russian 
people's primary emotion is one of 
implacable hatred for the Germans 
—coupled with a grim determina- 
tion to crush and destroy them. 

2, It is likely that Hitler wilt at- 
tempt a gigantic new attack on 
Russia this summer—an attack 
/ whose objective will be to knock 
out Russia as a military power, 
and free the Nazi legions for ser- 
vice elsewhere, Russia’s ability to 
withstand such an attack will be 
largely dependent on the amount 
of American equipment she  re- 
ceives. 

3. Some’ experts are convinced 
that Hitler has the resources—men 
and material both—for only one 
more big offensive. If that offen- 
sive can be broken, they reason, 
the Nazi regime will really be on 
the way to defeat, 

4. The bulk of authorities still 
think that the number one job of 
the United Nations is the defeat of 
Genmany—and that other objec- 
tives must be considered secondary. 
They feel that once Germany {ts 
beaten, or is so weakened that she 
will no longer be able to fight an 
offensive war, we can take care of 
our other enemies with far greater 
certainty of swift victory, 

There are of course, many op- 
posed arguments, Some think that 
Japan Is at the moment otir number 
fone, enemy, and that ald to Rus- 
‘sia should be abandoned or great- 
ly lessened in order to give every 
thing we can produce and trans- 
port to United Nations’ forces in 
the Pacific. But those who believe 
that are In the minority so far as 
Allied far councils are concerned. 
The men whose terrible responsibi- 
lity it is to make fateful decisions 
of grand strategy are'nt minimizing 
Japan—but In thelr minds Germany 
is still the greater danger, 

Can Russla keep on giving Hit- 
ler better than he sends?
